Young Workers Active 

Special gratification was felt 
by the executive committee over 
the attitude of the younger * 
folk who are taking part in such : 

They 
are taking hold with apparent 
realization of the importance of 
their job. 

It is to be hoped the public 
will meet these younger workers 
at least half way—not as pest¬ 
iferous solicitors but as author¬ 
ized representatives of the U. S.

REQUEST FOR LOAN 

TO CONSERVE POWER 

Edison Company Explains Re¬ 
quest Made to War Finance 
Corporation 

Southern California Edison 
Company has made application 
to the War Finance Corporation 
for a loan of approximately $20, 
000,000 to comply with recom¬ 
mendations of the State Rail¬ 
road commission and the Fuel 
Administration. The greater 
portion of this huge sum is re¬ 
quired to meet these recommend¬ 
ations for the development of 
additional water power plants 
to furnish hydro-electric energy 
as a substitute for the rapidly 
disappearing fuel oil supply. The 
paramount necessity for a very 
large supply of fuel oil for the 
navy and merchant marine 
makes the development of addi¬ 
tional water power plants of 
prime importance for conduct¬ 
ing industries and bringing more 
agricultural lands under produc¬ 
tion. If this loan is granted .the 
money will be available for con¬ 
struction work, employing a 
large amount of labor and the 
purchase of material, much of 
which can be secured in South¬ 
ern California. 

Chairman John B. Miller of 
the company says that these wa¬ 
ter power plants if built would 
provide additional power supply 
of approximately 100,000 horse 
power. The output would be sul>- 
stituted for one and one-half 
million barrels of oil pe rannum. 

The company’s application for 
the loan was based on the pro¬ 
visions of the act creating the 
War Finance Corporation to 
lend assistance to established 
concerns whose business is nec¬ 
essary or contributory to the 
successful prosecution of the 
war, subject to the declaration 
of policy issued by the Directors 
of the War Finance Corporation, 
copy of which has just been re¬ 
ceived, leading as follows: 

"The directors of the War Fin¬ 
ance corporation have under con¬ 
sideration applications from 
many public service corporations 
doing business in many sections 
of the country, for loans aggre¬ 
gating a large amount. 

“The Directors of the War 
Finance Conxnation do not feel 
that they have any authority 
under the law to make loans ex¬ 
cept upon adequate security as 
required by the Act. They are 
convinced that the inability of 
a utility company to earn a sum 
at least sufficient to pay its fixed 
charges, maintenance and re¬ 
pairs is conclusive evidence of 
of the inadequacy of its own ob¬ 
ligation as security. The direct¬ 
ors feel that the localities served 
by these various public utilities 
should not expect the War Fin¬ 
ance corporation to make ad¬ 
vances to any utility company 
whose statement shows that it 
is in actual need of increased 
revenue. 

"It is a matter for the local 
authorities to determine wheth¬ 
er or not an increase in rates, 
sufficient to maintain the enter¬ 
prise as a going concern, should 
be granted. It is urged there¬ 
fore, that the projxir authorities 
give prompt consideration to 
applications made by public util¬ 
ities for permission to increase 
rates, in order that the directors 
of the War Finance corporation 
may know, when applications for 
loans are presented by public 
utility corporations, whether or 
not they will be able to give ade¬ 
quate security.”

PROPOSED RATES ON 

PACIFIC ELECTRIC 

How the Changes Asked for 
Would Affect Fares To 
Sierra Madre 

The Pacific Electric Railway 
announced this week the new 
rates for passenger fares which 
it will endeavor to haveapproved 
by the state railroad commis¬ 
sion. Advances on a practically 
uniform scale are asked for on 
practically all lines of the sys¬ 
tem, though in the equalizing 
process a very few actual de¬ 
creases are effected. 

Hearings were begun before 
the commission on Thursday 
in the Union league building, 
Los Angeles. 

The plan is to adjust all inter- 
urban fares on a mileage basis 
with the exception of round trip 
fares to the beaches. Following 
is the basis proposed: 

One-way fares, 3 cents a mile. 

Round trip fares, 2> j cents 
a mile. 

No increase in round trip 
fares is to be more than 20 per 
cent higher than existing rates. 

Under this change, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre and other places having a 
50-cent round trip rate would be 
increased to 60 cents. 

(’ommutation Rates 

Ten-ride individual commuta¬ 
tion tickets, limited to 30 days 
from date of sale, 2 cents a mile. 

(10-ride books now sell for 
$1.95, or 19.5 cents jx'r trip. On 
the basis of 16 miles the new I 
rate would be $3.20 per book or! 
32 cents per trip.) 

Thirty-ride family commuta-' 
tion tickets, limited to 90 days! 
from date of sale, 1 1 ■_> cents a 
mile. 

(Thirty-ride l>ooks now sell 
for $4.90, or 16.3 cents pe rtrip. 
The new rate would be $7.20 a 
book or 24 cents a trip.) 

For Daily Commuters 

Instead of the 52-ride tickets, 
good only during one calendar 
month, there will be a 60-ride 
individual ticket, limited to 40 
days from date of sale, which 
can Ik? purchased any day during 
a month on the following basis:: 

Distance 1 to 10 miles, l cent i 
a mile. 

Distance over 10 miles to 15 
miles, 9 mills per mile. 

Distance over 15 miles to 20 
miles, 8 mills per mile. This 
would apply to Sierra Madre: I 
The distance being 16 miles, the! 
rate would be 12.8 cents per trip 
or 25.6 cents per day, as against 
12.2 cents per trip or 24.4 cents 
per day as at present.) 

Distance over 20 miles, 7*2 
mills per mile. 

These 60-ride tickets will be 
much better than the old 52, 54, 
and 60-ride calendar month tick¬ 
ets, as they may be purchased 
any day during the month and 
the daily commuter will have 40 
days in which to make 30 round 
trips. The saving in the more 
liberal time allowance will more 
than offset the increased rate 
for the majority of commuters.

GERMAN WOMEN 

MUST REGISTER 

The time, place and general 
rules for the registration of 
German alien females in Sierra 
Madre are as follows: 

Place: The Sierra Madre Post 
Office. 

Time: On or before Wednesday, 
June 26; hours 7 a.m. to 6 p.m. 

Who has to register: All na¬ 
tives, citizens, denizens or sub¬ 
jects of the German Empire or 
government, being females of 
the age of 14 years or over, who 
are within the United States 
and not actually naturalized as 
American citizens. When in 
doubt, inquire in person at the 
I tost office. 

Photographs: Each registrant 
must have four unmounted pho¬ 
tographs, three inches square, 
on light paper, with light back¬ 
ground and without head dress 
or covering of any kind. 

Penalty for failure to regis¬ 
ter: Liability to restraint, im¬ 
prisonment or detention during 
the period of the war.

It is proposed to adjust local 
fares in Los Angeles on a zone 
system, continuing 5-cent fares 
within a radius of 51/2 miles 
from the Hill street or Main 
street stations, and making the 
fare seven cents to points be¬ 
yond. It is proposed to increase 
local fares to 6 cents in cities 
outside of Los Angeles.

CORRECTING ERRORS 

IN WHEATLESS RECIPES

men's representative of the Food 
Administration, calls attention 
to typographical errors in some 
of the recipes sent out from the 
headquarters and distributed 
here. Women having copies are 
requested to cross out the re- 
ci))e for Corn Souffle, which is 
entirely wrong. In the Maple 
Layer cake recipe 2G table¬ 
spoons of shortening should lie 
used instead of 2'^ cups. The 
recipe for Corn Souffle should 
read as follows: 

1 cup milk, >5 cup corn meal, 
(generous), 1 0 tsp. salt, 2 tb., 
sugar, 1 egg, 2 tsp. baking pow¬ 
der. Scald milk, beat into it V-j 
cup corn meal generously mea¬ 
sured. Add 1 2 tsp. salt and I 
tb. sugar .the"yolk of one egg. 
When well beaten add 2 tsp. bak¬ 
ing powder. Lastly fold in the 
white of one egg beaten stiff. 
Bake in a greased pan set in a 
pan of hot water.

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Mr. Hearst’s Critical Analysis of 
Mr. Roosevelt and His Political Purposes 


Editor Los Angeles “Examiner”— 

M OUNT CLEMENS, Mich., May 13.—Mr. Roosevelt, 
though notably less able and less respectable, is em¬ 
phatically the Asquith of American politics. He is 
out of power and he is greedily eager to get back into 
power, and he does not scruple at any methods, no matter 
how unfair to the Administration or how harmful to the 
country, in order to accomplish his purely selfish political 
purposes. 

The attack which Mr. Roosevelt now makes upon the 
Administration is just as baseless as the attack which As¬ 
quith made upon Bloyd George, and it will prove to be just 
as futile in its effect upon the Administration and just as 
f i»tal in its effect upon Mr. Roosevelt. 

The immediate causes of Mr. Roosevelt’s present out¬ 
burst are two in number. 

The first cause is the fact that the magazine which 
hires Mr. Roosevelt at $1 per word to make vicious 
attacks upon the Government of the United States during 
war time was excluded from the mails in one issue for a 
wholly false and absolutely unjustified attack upon the Pres¬ 
ident of the United States and the diplomacy of the United 
States, calculated to bring our country and our people into 
contempt and consequently to injure our cause. 


Mr. Roosevelt did not write this particular article, but 


it is conceivable that any menace to the existence of a mag¬ 
azine which pays so liberally for political slander arouses a 
natural concern on the part of Mr. Roosevelt for his own 
profitable, if not patriotic, contract. 

The second cause of Mr. Roosevelt’s immediate agita¬ 
tion is the fact that the small and lonely New York news¬ 
paper which is supporting Mr. Roosevelt’s perpetual aspira¬ 
tions for the Presidency was recently rebuked as a public 
enemy by the representatives of the United States Govern¬ 
ment for printing as news certain articles which had no 
foundation in fact, and which discredited the officers of the 
United States Army and held them up to ridicule and con¬ 
tumely, without the slightest basis of truth or justice in the 
dlegations. 

In any other country in the world, in critical war times, 
traitorous publications like Mr. Roosevelt’s magazine and 
Mr. Roosevelt’s newspaper, whose only objects in printing 
falsehood were petty political spite against the President 
and partisan support of the aspirations of a rival candi¬ 
date, would have been wholly suppressed as treasonable. 

Our Government, however, is lenient with such offend¬ 
ing publications and with Mr. Roosevelt himself because tin 


falsehood, and intended for the information and assistants 
of the Administration and not for its discomfiture and de 
struction. 

For years the Hearst publications have advocated pre¬ 
paredness and have been denounced as jingoes by the short 
sighted for doing so. 

For years these publications have advocated the ex¬ 
tension of West Point and Annapolis and the establishment 
of national universities throughout the country to provide 
trained officers for the army and navy in time of need. 

For years these publications have advocated the con 
struction of the greatest navy in the world and creation 
of a nationally owned merchant marine to act as an auxil¬ 
iary navy in time of war. 

Every since the beginning of the European war the 
Hearst publications have advocated universal service, and I 
personally went to Washington and wrote in the Washing¬ 
ton Post a signed article appealing to my former associates 
in Congress to vote for universal service and at least make 
our own country safe for democracy. 

Ever since the beginning of this European war the 
Hearst publications have dilated upon the formidableness 
of the German military machine and the necessity for im¬ 
mediate and immense effort on the part of our country if we 


were to defend ourselves against that machine and even¬ 


tually overwhelm it. 

If the advice of the Hearst publications had been taken, 
we would be applying today in a determining way the 
supreme force which the President now calls for and we 
would be winning today the glorious victory which we w ill 
assuredly win in due time anyway, in spite of delays, in spite 
of obstacles, in spite of partisan obstruction and in spite of 
treacherous attack in the rear by selfish politicians ani¬ 
mated by personal ambitions. 

Let me say in conclusion that the attack upon the Ad 
ministration, and the incidental attack upon the Hearst pub 
lications, which are only seeking to secure justice for th< 
Administration, emanates from the reactionary influences 
of Wall Street. The New York Tribune, which supports Mr 
Roosevelt in his unpatriotic activities, is owned by the Mills 
and Reid estates, two of the greatest and most sinister of 
New York financial forces, and not even wholly American 
in character, as the Mills and Reid families are both inter 
married with the English aristocracy. 

The Metropolitan Magazine, which hires Mr. Roosevel 
at a dollar a word, as professional vituperator of the l’resi 
dent, is owned by the Whitney estate, which is administered
